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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues (Remarks, p. 2) that the dry 
matter content of the syrup claimed "would not work" according to Boursier. It is again noted that Boursier claims a maltitol syrup having a 
dry matter content of 50-70 % dry matter (Boursier, claim 1 ). Applicant's claims to a syrup having a dry matter content overlapping this 
range are considered to be obvious. The example provided by Bousier of the syrup comprising maltitol, sorbitol, and maltotriitol is just that, 
an example. One of ordinary skill would not understand it to be the only syrup composition allowed for by the teachings. 

Applicant continues (Remarks, pp. 3-4) to argue Boursier separately, not in combination with the other references as applied in the Final 
rejection mailed March 19, 2009. Applicant is reminded that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where 
the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 
800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Applicant states specific syrups taught by Devos would not be used in the invention of Boursier as the purity of maltitol is not adequate and 
dry matter content is too high (Remarks, p. 5). Again, Applicant is attacking references individually. The Examiner maintains there is a 
suggestion to combine the components with the different DPs as the presence of higher DP fractions was known to improve crystallization 
of maltitol syrups, as taught by Ribadeu-Dumas. As there was a known problem with crystallization of maltitol syrups, as noted by Devos, 
one of ordinary skill would have found it obvious to increase the amount of higher DP fractions in order to improve the crystallization of the 
coating syrup. 

Applicant again requests an "Examiner's Declaration" (Remarks, p. 6). The Examiner maintains that the facts of the references support the 
rejection as previously presented. 

The rejection of the claims to the process for preparing the coated comestibles is similarly maintained. 
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
